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REAPPOINT ADMIRAL 
MOFFETT TO BUREAU 


Secretary Wilbur Announces 
Retention As Chief of 


Aeronautics 


OTHER CHANGES ARE MADE 


NNOUNCEMENT was made of the re- 

appointment of Rear Adm. Wm. A. 
Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, by the Secretary of Navy, on March 
10. Admiral Moffett’s first term will ex- 
pire on June 25, and it is planned to send 
his nomination to the Senate so that it 
can be confirmed before the Senate ad- 
journs. 

In making the announcement, the Sec- 
retary declared that it was contrary to 
the policy of the Administration to re- 
appoint chiefs of Bureaus. This is taken 
to indicate that neither Rear Adm. Julian 
A. Latimer, Judge Advocate General, nor 
Rear Adm. David Potter, Chief of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, will be 
reappointed at the close of their present 


terms, 
TO COMPLETE WORK 


The Secretary explained that Admiral 
Moffett was reappointed because he had 
not completed the work of establishing the 
new Bureau of Aeronautics. He said there 
were a number of important problems for 
him to work out and that his relief now 
might interfere with the development of 
the new organization. 

Although the Secretary did not mention 
it, there is an impression that by the close 
of Admiral Moffett’s next term, there will 
be a fleet of airplane carriers which will 
warrant the assignment of flag officers to 
command the Air Force with the Fleet. It 
is thought that Admiral Moffett will go to 
sea as the first commander of the Airplane 
Carriers, and an expanded Air Force afloat. 

“Admiral Moffett’s service as Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics” said the Sec- 
retary, “has been very satisfactory. We 
believe he has done wonderful work for 
the Navy in this direction, but he has not 
completed it. His reappointment, however, 
should not be taken as a precedent, as it is 
not planned to reappoint bureau chiefs. It 
would not have been any reflection upon 
Admiral Moffett if he had been relieved. 
It should not be taken as an indication 
that the service of a bureau chief has not 
been satisfactory when he is not reap- 
pointed, as I believe in a flow of officers 
a the Navy Department and the 

eet.’ 

Rear Adm. Carl T. Vogelgesang, who 
has recently been relieved as Chief of the 
U. 8. Naval Mission to Brazil, has been 
assigned to command Battleship Divi- 
sion 2 of the Seouting Fleet. This is the 
first of a number of important changes in 
high commands of the Navy, that are ex- 
pected in the near future. It is understood 
that the Secretary will select the new 
Commander-in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet within the next week or ten days. 
When he is selected, the matter of assign- 
ing the flag officers will be taken up by the 
Secretary, with his advisors in the De- 
partment. 

Comdr. Halsey Powell will be assigned 
as Executive officer of the New Mexico, 
upon his relief from Naval Intelligence, 
Navy Department. His departure from 
Washington will be sincerely regretted by 
the newspaper correspondents who cover 
the Department. He has not only done 
splendid work for the Navy in dealing with 
the press, but has made a host of friends 
—e magazine writers and newspaper

ALLIED WAR COMMITTEE REPORT 


AROUSES U. S. 


MILITARY CIRCLES 





‘THE report of Marshall Foch and his 

colleagues of the Allied War Committee 
upon the preparations of the Germans to 
put an Army in the field at some time in 
the future has attracted considerable at- 
tention in Washington military circles. 
This not so much because of the contents 
of the report which were already more or 
less well known to the military authorities, 
as because it serves to emphasize the fact 
that the deciding factor in European poli- 
tics is still the question of National secur- 
ity based on an armed force sufficient to 
maintain it. The failure of the League of 
Nations protocol to gain sufficient support 
to become a vital factor, and the equal fail- 
ure the past week of the “security pact,” 
to gain acceptance, are pointed to as two 
more proofs of the same thing. 


REGROUPING OF POWERS 


One general officer summed up the situa- 
tion by stating that after every general 
European war there is a regrouping of the 
powers concerned, that this regrouping is 
always based upon the ability of the dif- 
ferent countries concerned to furnish other 
countries vital armed assistance in case 
national security is threatened. The prac- 
tically universal wars of the French Rev- 
olutionary and Napoleonic periods were 
succeeded by a period of readjustment, in 
which there were lesser wars and revolu- 
tions until finaliy the alignment into two 
big groups, which immediately preceded the 
Great War, took place. He showed that 
Europe is going through a similar period 
of revolutionary disturbances and lesser 
wars. The events of the Great War so 
overshadowed succeeding events that the 
fact is lost sight of that communism 
gained in strength until the end of the 
summer of 1920, when Germany was dis- 
rupted by conflicts between Communists 
and Monarchists, and the Russian armies 
had driven the Poles more than half way 
across their own country and had pene- 
trated into the Danzig corridor. Their 
final decisive defeat by the Poles in the 
battle of the Vistula was all that prevented 
their joining a junction with the German 
Communists. This defeat virtually de- 
stroyed the Russian Army for the time 
being, and resulted in a steady decline in 
Communist power and prestige throughout 
the world. 

The officer in question then went on to 


show that the Russian Army is once more 
becoming a serious military factor. The 
recent pact between Japan and Russia is 
taken to mean that Japan wishes to face 
towards the East and Russia towards the 
West, each having the rear free from inter- 
ference on the part of the other, as outside 
of the military situation and raw materials 
there is nothing in common between Im- 
perial Japan and Communistie Russia. 

Germany’s recently expressed determina- 
tion not to enter into any situation which 
does not include a virtual promise to per- 
mit her to insist upon the rectification of 
her Eastern frontier, is sufficient cause for 
Poland to realize that she is between two 
enemies, Russia and Germany. Czecho- 
Slovakia to a lesser extent is in the same 
position as Poland. Therefore, from a 
military point of view, France, Belgium, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland must support 
each other. 

Using the present dispute raging between 
British Conservatives and Liberals as to 
the condition of their navy as an example 
the general pointed out that Great Britain’s 
position, varies with her frequent changes 
in government, therefore the question of 
whether or not in case of war she would 
use her armed forces to support the French 
group or remain neutral is a natural 
source of anxiety to France. At the time 
of the Russian invasion of Poland the 
British gave no aid. Also, despite the 
Treaty of Versailles, the League of Nations 
officials, all of whom were British and 
supported by a British garrison, largely 
hindered Danzig from being used as a 
port through which war supplies from 
France could reach the Poles. In the 
Washington Arms Conference, the British 
delegates did the best they could to sup- 
press submarines which from a French 
naval point of view are of primary im- 
portance. These incidents coupled with the 
recent report that Mr. Austin Chamberlain 
had suggested a material reduction in the 
French air forces are taken to mean that 
the British are far from giving full support 
to the French military program upon which 
the present status quo of Europe rests. 
Therefore, if, as the Foch report indicates, 
Germany has so organized that she can 
put a large Army in the field within a 
short space of time, the situation could 
easily be a serious one, particularly if 
Russia attacked Poland at the same time. 





DEFICIENCY TRANSFERS 


THE Bureau of Navigation has again 
frowned upon requests for the transfer 
of enlisted men on account of their unsatis- 
factory performance of duty. On previous 
occasions it has been made plain that it is 
not considered good policy to transfer in- 
efficient men from one command to another, 
and especially petty officers. It states: 

“The Service is not benefited by merely 
transferring inefficient men from one com- 
mand to another and the retention of in- 
efficient men in petty officer ratings is 
highly undesirable. The commandant has 
full authority under the provision of the 
Bureau Manual (Article D4153) to reduce 
in rating any man who is incompetent, 
except a petty officer with permanent ap- 
pointment, and subparagraph (d) of that 
article directs that such cases be referred 
to the bureau for action. 

“The bureau will consider a recommen- 
dation for transfer of enlisted men in cases 
where they may have been reduced in 
rating, since it is considered then to be to 
the best interests, both of the men and the 
Service, to change their surroundings.” 


JONES CASE PROGRESS 
UDGES of the Court of Claims showed 
keen interest in the Clifford Jones in- 

come tax test case, argument for which 
was most ably presented on March 3, and 
they all clearly showed that they were 
fully conversant with the entire matter. It 
is expected that a decision will be rendered 
sometime within the next two or three 
weeks, but unfortunately, will not be in 
time for officers to take advantage of, even 
though the case is won.

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DEPENDENT STATUS 


CIRCULAR No. 7, War Department, 

1924, which pertains to the subject of 
payments made to officers on account of 
dependents, will, in all probability have to 
be revised to some extent, due to the fact 
that the Congress failed to enact the legis- 
lation proposed by the War Department to 
validate certain payments made on this 
account. The matter is now being given 
serious consideration and it is expected that 
some definite pronouncement on the subject 
will be made at an early date. 











NATIONAL AERONAUTIC 
ASSN. STATES VIEWS 


Recommends Defeat of Curry 
Bill and Winslow Bill 


Passage 


MAKE MANY SUGGESTIONS 


[IN an extended and carefully prepared 
statement, the National Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation among other things recommends: 
1. The defeat of the Curry Bill. 
2. The passage of the Winslow Bill 
3. Reforms in the personnel laws for 
the Army and Navy Air Forces. 
It is apparent from the statement that 


the officials of the association have given 
careful study to the entire air problem, 


and have outlined a policy which the organ- 
ization proposes to support when legisla- 
tion comes up at the next session of Con- 
gress. 


OBJECT TO CURRY BILL 


The association objects very strongly to 
the Curry bill. which would place civil 
aviation under military controf. In course 
of the statement, it is set forth: 

“We believe that such a bill would in- 
crease the evils that it seeks to remove, 
and in particular would introduce greater 
delay, greater confusion, greater expense 
and less efficiency, which we think has been 
the case in England where this plan has 
resulted in the Joss of all the international 
records and in the use in warfare of ma- 
chines of types going back to 1917, which 
is not believed by critics of the Air Min- 
istry to be the best practice. We think 
that under present conditions the Ourry 
bill would have the effect of placing civilian 
aeronautics under military control, which 
we think needless and undesirable in time 
of peace.” 


Exceptions are taken to the statements - 


that have been made before Congress that 
the money expended on aviation has not 
secured adequate results. In support of 
the position, the statement goes on to say: 

“We wish, thirdly, to most earnestly 
impress, upon the American people, that 
the suggestion of wholly inadequate results 
from the expenditure of $433,000,000 in 
governmental aeronautics within five years 
is very unjust, America, in part by reason 
of this expenditure, is very distinctly and 
emphatically first in the air in the eacel- 
lence of the types of machines developed, 
in the excellence of the types of aircraft 
engines developed, and in the eacellence of 
the pilots developed. It was not a matter 
of accident that the numerous efforts to fly 
around the world made by France, Eng- 
land, Italy, Argentina, Portugal were less 
successful than that made by the United 
States Army and Navy.” 

After citing the magnificent records of 
members of the Army and Navy Air Ser- 
vices, the report goes on to point out how 
the different departments are co-operating 
in the development of aeronautics, by 
saying: 

“We call attention to the fact that there 
is a Joint Army and Navy Board and a 
Joint Army and Navy Air Board, who are 
working together to reduce to a minimum 
the duplication of effort and to secure to 
the maximum the advantage of fewer 
requisitions and the co-ordination and 
availability of both for the experience 
gained by each. 

“Sometimes the Army will give a con- 
tract for a certain number of machines 
a given type and turn over a portion of 
them’ to the Navy, be reimbursed pro rata: 
and sometimes the Navy will reciprocate

in kind. They are both very efficiently 
helped by the National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics, which keeps in touch with 
the best aircraft engineering practice all 
over the world and gives them competent 
advice on aero-dynamic problems.” 


MAKES RECOMMENDATIONS 


The association is not content with 
simply defending what has been done, but 
makes recommendations which, in_ its 
opinion, will improve conditions in the Air 
Services and increase efficiency. Referring 
to discontent among Navy flyers, the report 
declares : 

“Let us briefly consider certain evils ap- 
parent under the present system and pos- 
sible remedies for the same There is dis- 
content among certain of the Navy flyers 
because they have not been given as much 
opportunity as they would like to have had 
to show their proficiency in bombing. We 
think this is regrettable, and hope that 
more opportunity will be given them here- 
after with a view, first, of giving them a 
chance to show their mettle and rise b 
superior merit in a competitive art; second, 
to throw further light on the problem of 
marksmanship under different conditions, 
and in particular on the question of the 
destructive effect of bonds as modified by 
the conditions only obtainable through 
impact.” 

In outlining personnel legislation, which 
the association thinks should be enacted 
‘into law, the report goes on to say: 

“The head of the Army Air Service has 
a plan to mitigate this and other evils in 
the way of promotion preferment by erect- 
ing the Army Air Service into a separate 
corps, anf we believe that a bill is under 
preparation in the interest of the Navy 
along the same lines. We think such 
measures should receive the sympathetic 
attention of Congress and its careful con- 
sideration. 

“We hope that if such a plan be adopted, 
it will not be forgotten that the ablest, the 
most ambitious, the most competitive young 
flyers will look forward to the time when, 
as commanders-in-chief, they will fight bat- 
tles from the air; not with the guns that 
their airplanes carry, but with the orders 
that the commander-in-chief will issue to 
the ground forces or sea forces beneath. 
We hope it will be possible so to arrange 
that the air man who desires to remain in 
the regular service can do so, and that the 
air man who wishes to join some separate 
service may, at the discretion of his supe- 
rior officers, be given this opportunity. 


MUST BE PREPARED 


“Many of the younger men need better 
to appreciate the fact that as officers of the 
line, whether Army or Navy, they must 
not be content simply to be competent flyers 
and versed in the science of aeronautics, 
but must also understand other branches 
of military service to which they may at 
any time be called and for which they 
must at all times be prepared. On the 
other hand, it is the duty of the high com- 
mand and of all the officers of both Services 
to get into the air and know what it is 
like to look out over the country from the 
air, and to have some thoroughly sound 
knowledge of the fundamentals of aero- 
nautics.” 

In concluding, the report calls attention 
to the efforts that have been made by Mr. 
Howard E. Coffin towards securing an 
adequate legislative program for the de- 
velopment of aeronautics. On this subject, 
the report, which is signed by Godfrey L. 
Cabot, states: 

“Lastly, let us consider the duties of 
Congress and whether or not it is possible 
for them better to fulfill their obligations 
toward the aeronautical branches of 
national defense and development. Nothing 
could be more unjust than the innuendos 
that have implied indifference on the part 
of our legislators to the air branches or an 
unwillingness to do what can reasonably 
be asked of them. 


“They will certainly appreciate that the 
National Aeronautic Association, in the 
recommendations which it made through 
the mouth of its chairman of the program 
committee, Mr. Howard BE. Coffin, was 
speaking with a wholly friendly and ap- 
preciative voice and in nowise in a spirit 
of unfair or unreasonable criticism. We 
respectfully reiterate these suggestions 
which, based primarily on the sagacity and 
long experience in such matters of our 
Governor Coffin, have been fully and de- 
liberately adopted and sanctioned by the 
Board of Gevernors after careful discus- 
sion. 

“We wish, in brief, a continuity of effort ; 
standing committees in both houses of 
Congress and continuing appropriations so 
far as these can be wisely predetermined 
by the different executive branches and are 
permitted by the Constitution and Statutes 
of the United States. A case in point is 
the needless time that has been taken to 
examine the claims of a private individual 
who has vainly sought to patent various 
ideas previously fully developed by others 
and, failing in this, has brought wholesale 
accusations against nearly everybody that 
was doing anything of importance in the 
aircraft industry. ‘Time would have been 
saved had there been a standing committee, 
versed in the fundamental facts as to the 
development of aircraft, to which such 
matters could have been referred. 

“We do not for a moment regret this in- 
vestigation, and for the reason that the 
gentlemen therewith charged took a broad 
view of the question and studied the whole 
matter from a constructive viewpoint. We 
only regret that they were hampered in 
that study by too much consideration of 
less important matters. We congratulate 
the country on the dignity, the courtesy, 
the open-mindedness with which these mat- 
ters have been handled by all three com- 
mittees therewith charged, the Military 
Affairs Committee, the Investigating Com- 
mittee, and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

“We end as we began, with the devout 
hope that the incoming Congress will find 
time to reach a vote on some Federal meas- 
ure along the general lines of the Winslow 
bill, confident in the belief that in this 
event the Congress will give us the need- 
ful governmental guarantee of safety in 
flight and establish rules of the road with- 
out which the aircraft industry cannot be 
developed along the safest lines.”

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AIR MAIL PLANE TEST 

EN American airplane manufacturers 

are planning to offer planes for inspec- 
tion by the U. §. Air Mail Service in a day 
or two. It is thought that cemmercial 
aviation in the United States will be ad- 
vanced by the proposed inspection. The 
tests will be conducted at Hazelhurst Field, 
N. J., according to report. The best planes 
will be flown from Monmouth, IIL, to May- 
wood Field, Chicago, on what is called the 
“special air mail development route.” The 
Air Mail Service will place an order for 
50 planes with the successful entrant, 
Superintendent Carl Eggee, of the Air Mail 
Service at Omaha, Neb., is said to have 
announced. 








A.A. DEMONSTRATION 
HELD NOT CONCLUSIVE 


Experts Allege Test Was Not 
Made Under Service 


Conditions 





C.A.C. NEEDS MORE FUNDS 


‘THE aircraft and anti-aircraft demon- 

stration at Langley Field and Fort 
Monroe on March 6 is not regarded as 
conclusive by competent observers. The 
conditions under which it was made were 
not Service conditions. Also it is pointed 
that it must be remembered that the 
War Department has from the beginning 
claimed that anti-aircraft weapons were 
a passive defense, the active defense being 
other aircraft. 

Attention was called to the records of the 
war to show how small the demonstration 
was by anti-aircraft guns at Fort Monroe. 
According to official record, the French 
Army, with 75 mm. guns, brought down a 
plane for every 3200 shots. The American 
record, with three-inch guns, was a plane 
for every 605 shots, and the British record 
was 1500 shots per plane. Only 57 shots 
were fired by the two A.A. guns which were 
employed at the Fort Monroe demonstra- 
tion. The purpose of the affair was to 
give the members of Congress an oppor- 
tunity to witness the operations of anti- 
aircraft guns rather than to make a test 
of their possibilities, officers said. 


TARGETS WERE SMALL 


The targets of the anti-aircraft guns were 
sleeves towed by airplanes which were 15 
feet long and 4 feet in diameter. A bomb- 
ing plane is 40 feet long, 75 feet wide and 
15 feet high. Thus, it is stated, the anti- 
aircraft guns started with a handicap and 
the failure to hit a sleeve, it is insisted, is 
not an indication that if they had fired at 
a bombing plane they would not have se- 
eured direct hits. According to the ac- 
cepted estimates of military authorities, 
the danger-zone of the targets would be 
15 feet over 35 feet short, and 50 feet later- 
ally. In the first demonstration, 18 shots 
were fired at the sleeves while they were 
being towed against the wind at about 50 
miles an hour. Of these shots, three were 
within the danger zone, and with explo- 
sive shells would have hit a bombing plane. 

Tn the other 39 shots, the planes were 
flying at about 150 miles an hour with 
the wind. This was too fast, it was pointed 
out, for the R. A. corrector which was de- 
signed for targets traveling at not over 100 
miles an hour. Both the gun and its equip- 
ment were of the 1918 model, which were 
equal to the task of defense against air- 
planes of that date, according to competent 
authority. The commander of the guns 
was deprived of the use of a corrector, as 
the one with which his guns were equipped 
ceased to function when the planes traveled 
at a speed of over 100 miles. 


A.A. DEFENSE DEVELOPMENT 


When inquiry was made as to why Fort 
Monroe was not armed with more modern 
anti-aircraft guns, attention was called to 
the small appropriations that have been 
made by Congress for the development of 
anti-aircraft defense. Despite the recom- 
mendations of the War Department, only 
$180,000 have been appropriatd for use in 
developing anti-aircraft artillery during the 
past five years, as compared with $453,000,- 
000 for the Air Service. More modern guns 
have been developed and better ammunition 
has been tested out, but Congress has not 
appropriated any money for their purchase. 
Under the present policy, the Coast Artil- 
lery is required to use war surplus guns 
and ammunition until the supply is ex- 
hausted before purchasing new guns and 
ammunition. 

_ There was nothing remarkable in the 
aircraft demonstration, spectators insisted. 
The program started by pursuit planes fly- 
ing over the area in an attack on the 
enemy's plane at an altitude of about 5000 
feet. Later an attack at a very low alti- 
tude was made on the battleship area and 
smoke screens were laid. The attacks with 
bombs were made at an altitude of from 
100 to 200 feet. When the anti-aircraft 
guns were shooting at the sleeve targets, 
the planes flew at an altitude of from 
4500 to 6000 feet. Even when the ma- 
chine guns were put in action, against sleeve 
targets, the planes flew at an altitude of 
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from 1200 to 1800 feet. At this altitud 
the machine gun fire was so effective that 
it is claimed an airplane would have been 
destroyed, according to reports. 

The searchlights failed to locate an 
planes. At the same time, no plane dropped 
its flare within the range of its objective 
This contest between the airplanes and the 
searchlights was a draw, as neither of 
them re-.ched their objective. 

In al probability, the outgrowth of the 
affair will be a policy under which demon. 
strations, or rather practice firing againgt 
airplanes, will become part of the routine 
of the anti-aircraft guns. The War De. 
partment will go to Congress with recom. 
mendations for increased allowances for 
this purpose. It will be insisted that anti. 
aircraft developments should keep pace 
with those of the Air Service. There jg 
also strong conviction in the War Depart- 
ment that the air force should be trained 
to co-operate with the Coast Artillery ip 
developing the coast defenses.

COURT RULES REFUND DUE 
ON LIGHT BILLS IN D. ¢ 


‘THE Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia has made a decision that bills 
for electric current paid to the Potomac 
Electric Power Company for individual 
consumption between the dates August 1, 
1917, and December 31, 1924, are subject 
to refund by the Potomac Electric Power 
Company for part of the amount paid. 

Officers stationed in the District of Co- 
lumbia between these dates who have paid 
for this service at the commercial rates 
should apply to the power company for 
“Application for Refund” blanks in order 
that they may submit their claims. No 
refund will be made unless claim is filed. 
The court order requires that application 
for refund be made within three years 
from the date of the court deceision. 

It is believed that there are a large 
number of officers, both Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, who are not now stationed 
in Washington and who may not be famil- 
iar with the court’s decision in this matter, 
but who were stationed in the District of 
Columbia between the dates covered by the 
decision, and who personally paid the full 
commercial rate for their consumption of 
electric current.

urged to take immediate steps to recover 
any refund which may be due them, and 
write to the above mentioned public utility 
for refund application blanks.

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COL. HAMMOND IS NEW 
MILITIA BUREAU CHIEF 


S WAS anticipated in THz ARMY AND 
Navy JourRNAL, Col. Creed Cheshire 
Hammond has been appointed Chief of 
the Militia Bureau with the rank of major 
general, effective June 29, for a term of 
four years, vice Maj. Gen. George C. Rick- 
ards, whose term expires June 28. Colonel 
Hammond holds a commission in the In- 
fantry Reserve and is a member of the 
Oregon National Guard. 
In making the appointment, the Secre- 
tary of War accepted the recommendation

of the National Guard of 34 States, as 
expressed in letters from the Governors to 
the War Department under the provisions 
of the National Defense Act. The appoint- 
ment is considered an indorsement of the 
services of Colonel Hammond, as assistant 
chief of the Militia Bureau, and Chief of 
the Finance Division. His work in this 
capacity has been so satisfactory to the 
National Guard according to reports that 
he received enthusiastic recommendation 
from every section of the country. The 
fact that General Rickards came from the 
East was also an important factor in the 
selection of Colonel Hammond, by the Sec- 
retary of War, and his indorsement by the 
National Guard, it is said. There was a 
feeling that the West should be recognized, 
which was shared by the Guard from the 
East as well as other sections of the 
country, observers assert. 

Colonel Hammond has a military service 
of 30 years, 9 of which were in the Federal 
establishment. He served a year and a 
half on the General Staff, and was a mem- 
ber of the original committee which was 
appointed in 1920 to assist the War De- 
partment in putting the amended National 
Defense Act into effect. In civil life he 
was a banker, having been cashier of a 
Portland, Ore. bank. He did not get over- 
seas in the World War, but saw combat 
service in the Spanish-American War and 
in the Philippine Insurrection. 

Colonel Hammond was born at Eugene, 
Ore., on October 9, 1874. He enlisted in 
Company C, 2d Oregon Infantry on April 
8, 1892, and has served either in the Na- 
tional Guard or in the Regular and Volun- 
teer Forces, practically continuously since 
that time. He participated in the war-with 
Spain and in the Philippine Insurrection. 
He was commissioned as second lieutenant 
in the 4th Oregon Infantry on March 19, 
1901, and served in the Infantry and Coast 
Artillery through all grades up to colonel 
which he reached on September 1, 1916. 
He was in active service from July 25, 
1917, to April 19, 1919, and has been on 
active duty since August 1, 1920. Since 
October 18, 1922, he has been on duty in 
the Militia Bureau.

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WAR TROPHY DISTRIBUTION 

HE 2d Deficiency bill approved March 

4, which included our item of $1,332,000 
for armory drills this year, also carried an 
appropriation of $20,000 for the expenses 
of packing and loading captured war 
trophies. The legislation to distribute these 
trophies was approved last June, but this 
appropriation was necessary to make this 
legislation effective. Regulations are now 
being prepared which will probably be 
ready for distribution by the 10th of April. 

A new survey of these trophies, located 
at Port Newark, Raritan Arsenal and 
Aberdeen, Md., is now being made and 
upon its completion a final allocation will 
be made to all of the States.

BEING PROMULGATED 





Army Regulations 140-15 
Are Now In Hands of 


Federal Printers 





PART COVERS PROMOTION 





AFTER months of waiting, officers of 
the Reserve Corps were rewarded this 
week by the promulgation of Army Regula- 
tions 140-5, A.R. 140-10, and A.R. 140-20. 
Army Regulations 140-15, which pertains 
to general officers of the Reserve, is now 
in the hands of the Government printer 
and will be distributed as off the press. 
A.R. 140-5 deals with Reserve officers 
not general officers, nor Federally recog- 
nized members of the National Guard; A. 
R. 140-10 covers members of the National 
Guard below the grade of general officer; 
while A.R. 140-20 prescribes the examina- 
tion for appointment to the grade of gen- 
eral officer. 
HAVE TEN SECTIONS 


_ The first series of the regulations, that 
is A.R. 140-5, consists of ten sections which 
are numerically arranged as follows: Gen- 
eral information, appointment, assignment 
and transfer, active duty, individual train- 
ing, promotion, separation from the Ser- 
vice, records and reports, miscellaneous and 
military correspondence, 

Section VI, perhaps, is the most inter- 
esting to Reserve officers generally. This 
covers promotion. The system of promo- 
tion embodied in these regulations is based 
fundamentally upon the principle of mili- 
tary efficiency. According to the regula- 
tions, “no person should be promoted to a 
military office until he shall have demon- 
strated under reasonable tests that he is 
qualified to perform the duties of such 
office if called to active service therein. 

“The basis for a system of promotion 
must necessarily be a system of standards 
in which the minimum specifications as to 
training, knowledge, and experience for 
each grade in each section of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps are specifically defined and 
stated. These specifications should be based 
upon the requisite (demonstrated) capacity 
to perform the duties immediately incident 
to mobilization, with a reasonable demon- 
stration of sufficient training, ability, ener- 
gy, administrative capacity and leadership 
to conduct the progressive training and 
development of an appropriate unit of the 
Army.” 

In order for a Reserve officer to be pro- 
moted in time of peace, he must first, hold 
a certificate of capacity ; second, there must 
be an appropriate vacancy in the grade 
and sections in the Corps Area, branch, or 
activity allotment made by the War De- 
partment General Mobilization Plan, and 
thirdly, he shall have served a minimum 
time in grade in any component of the 
Army or in the Federally recognized Na- 
tional Guard, or both, as follows: As 
second lieutenant, 2 years; as first lieu- 
tenant, 3 years; as captain, 5 years; as 
major, © years, and as lieutenant colonel, 
8 years. 
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COLONEL FECHET RATED 
REAL FLYING OFFICER 


“TE you are standing out on an aviation 

field,” remarked an officer, who is ac- 
quainted with the new Assistant Chief of 
Air Service, “and a plane appears to drop 
from the clouds, and loops the loop three 
or four times before it lands, it is a pretty 
safe bet that Colonel Fechet is in it. There 
is no one who will say that Colonel Fechet 
is not a flying officer. He complies with 
all the demands of those who are insisting 
that a qualified pilot should be at the head 
of the Air Service.” 

The records show that Col. James E. 
Fechet, whose nomination to be Assistant 
Chief of Air Service to succeed Brig. Gen. 
William Mitchell, on April 27, 1925, was 
appointed on March 8 by the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee is a qualified pilot and has 
been continuously on aviation duty since 
September 1917. He was officially an- 
nounced on a flying status from October 
5, 1917, and was rated as a Junior Military 
Aviator from November 13, 1918. 

Colonel Fetchet did not get overseas in 
the World War. Like a great many Regu- 
lars, who were clamoring for oversea ser- 
vice, he was kept home on account of his 
long service, and therefore, usefulness, in 
instructing and training emergency offi- 











cers. He has, however, a distinguished 
service in the Spanish American War and 
in the Philippines, in June and July in 
Santiago Campaign, being wounded at San 
Jaun, July 2, 1898. He was also in numer- 
ous engagements on the Island of Samar, 
in the Philippines in June and July in 
1901. In 1904 he graduated from the In- 
fantry and Cavalry School at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas. He was a distinguished 
marksman in 1909, 1914 and 1916. Col- 
onel Fetchet served with distinction in the 
punitive expedition in Mexico from March 
to September of 1916. 

At the outbreak of the World War he 
was appointed temporary lieutenant col- 
onel, Aviation Section, Signal Corps, 
August 5, 1917, and promoted to be tem- 
porary colonel, Aviation Section, Signal 
Corps, February 26, 1918. He was honor- 
ably discharged from his temporary com- 
mission the 30th of June 1920. He was 
permanently transferred to the Air Service, 
Regular Army, August 6, 1920. 

During the World War, Colonel Fechet 
was in command of various aviation fields, 
Scott Field, Carlstrom Field, Door Field, 
and Kelly Field. He was Department Air 
Service officer of the Southern Depart- 
ment from May, 1919, to September, 1920, 
when he was assigned to duty in the office 
of the Chief of Air Service, first as Chief 
of the Training and Operations Group and 
later as Chief of the War Plans Division. 
Since July 1, 1924, he has been Command- 
ant of the Air Service Advance Flying 
School at Kelly Field, Texas. 

Colonel Fechet was born in Texas 
August 21, 1877. He enlisted as a private 
in the 6th Cavalry, April 18, 1898; was 
promoted corporal and sergeant, and ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant of Cavalry 
July 25, 1900. He was promoted first 
lieutenant, captain, major and lieutenant 
colonel, Regular Army.

SHENANDOAH HAS HOT MESS 
WaAkM meals for the crew and passen- 

gers of the Navy’s rigid airship, the 
U. S. S. Shenandoah, are now assured 
while the ship is sailing. On her former 
voyages, coffee heated over the engine ex- 
haust constituted the only hot article of 
diet on their menu. . 

This will be possible owing to the de- 
velopment of an aerial cook stove of a spe- 
cial design, which will be installed on the 
Shenandoah for use in future operations. 
The stove is operated by electricity and 
has thermostatic control in each of its 
three ovens. The stove weighs only 219 
ounds complete with its utensils. It could 
e used in a hall room in housekeeping of 
the lighest variety. It is only four feet 
long, two and a half feet high and two 
feet broad. 

Despite its small dimensions and its 
lightness, the current of electricity is cap- 
able of heating the stove to 450 degrees 
Fahrenheit, when the outside temperature 
is down to zero. To keep this heat in the 
oven, one inch thick walls of special in- 
sulating material, compressed to the density 
of 15 pounds per cubic foot, are provided 
around the oven. The current is furnished 
by a two-twenty radio generator, run by 
a small gasoline engine. An automatic 
cut-off is provided, which cuts off the cur- 
rent to the stove when the radio, which 
requires all power available, is being used.

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NAVY CLAIMS FOR BONUS 
BEING .FILED SLOWLY 


A® of February 28, 1925, the Bureau .of 

Navigation, Bonus Division, Navy De- 
partment had certified to the Veterans’ 
Bureau a total of 152,653 claims for the 
adjusted compensation for World War 
veterans. A study of the work which has 
been done by the Bonus Division shows 
that a total of 295,000 claims have been 
received by the Bureau of Navigation of 
which a little less than half were eligible 
to submit claims. 

During the last two weeks of February, 
approximately 5,000 claims a week were 
received. ‘This was a drop of about 50 per 
cent. from the number received during 
January when claims were received at the 
rate of over 10,000 a week, totaling 55,- 
0UU for the month. 

Those who have not filed their applica- 
tions for this adjusted compensation, and 
who are entitled to same, are urged to file 
their claims immediately, as it is desired 
to conclude this work at the earliest prac- 
ticable date. 
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NAVY CONSTRUCTION 
Two fleet submarines authorized in 1916 
building program and appropriation pro- 
vided in 2d Deticiency bill 1925. Work to 
start October 1, 192d. 

One to be laid down Navy Yard, Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and one at Navy Yard, Mare 
Island, Calif. Engines for both to be built 
at Navy Yard, New York. 

Three other fleet submarines were auth- 
orized in Act of 1916, but no appropria- 
tions have been made for them. 

T’'wo submarines, one a scouting subma- 
rine and the other “A submarine capable of 
accompanying the fleet, each to have the 
highest practicable speed and greatest de- 
sirable radius of action,” were authorized 
in Naval Appropriation Bill for fiscal year, 
1925. 

Two light cruisers, 10,000 tons, auth- 
erized by Act of December 18, 1924, “Act 
to authorize alterations to certain Naval 
vessels and to provide for the construction 
of additional vessels.’”’ Appropriations pro- 
vided in 2d Deficiency bill, 1925. 

One light cruiser will be laid down at 
the Navy Yard, New York. The Navy De- 
partment will invite private shipbuilders 
to submit bids for the construction of the 
other light cruiser. Work to start Octo- 
ber 1. 

Six river gunboats authorized bill, De- 
cember 18, 1924, appropriation provided in 
2d Deficiency bill, 1925. Engines to be 
built at the Navy Yard, New York; work 
to start about July 1, 1925. Hulls to be 
built on the Asiatic Station. 

Modernization of Florida, Utah, Arkan-

is generally recognized, both in the Army 


and Navy, that there should be some Air 
Service personnel legislation, although 
nothing in the way of a definite policy has 
been recommended by either the War or 
Navy Departments. 

The Association’s statement refers to a 
bill that had been prepared by the Chief of 
the Army Air Service. This bill is now 
in the War Department, where it is under- 
stood that it is being studied by the gen- 
eral staff. It is assured that there will 
be a number of bills affecting the Army 
and Navy Air Service personnel introduced 
at the next session. It is altogether prob- 
able that the War and Navy Departments 
will submit some recommendations on the 


subject. 
SUBMITTED THREE PLANS 


Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, Chief of 
the Army Air Service, in his report to the 
Department, submitted three plans for re- 
vision of the promotion list which are in- 
tended to give some relief to the junior 
officers of the Air Service. They are: 

1. Constructive service for officers with 
more than three months’ service before they 
were commissioned with the idea of placing 
them on the same footing that officers are, 
who were commissioned from the training 
camps. 

2. Distribution throughout the promo- 
tion list of captains and lieutenants of the 
Air Service between the highest captain 
and lieutenant, who were commissioned 
from the training camps, and the bottom 
of the list of lieutenants from the training 
camps. This should be arranged as the 
ratio of the Air Service officers in these 
grades bear to the total number of officers 
involved. 

3. A separate promotion list for the 
Air Service with a proper provision for 
promotion based upon the length of service, 
giving due recognition to the risk involved 
in flying and likewise with appropriate 
provision for the separation of these offi- 
cers from the Service by retirement. It is 
also recommended that provision be made 
for the transfer of Air Service officers to 
other branches when their usefulness to 
the Air Service is impaired, although not 
to a degree which would prevent their ren- 
dering efficient service in other capacities. 

This, it will be observed, would open up 
the promotion list and would encounter 
opposition throughout the Army. Junior 
officers in other branches are depressed 
with the prospect of slow promotion, and 
there is not a Chief of Branch who is not 
seeking some legislation for relief of this 
situation. It is admitted that even in the 
Air Service there would be objections to 
each of the recommendations that have 
been made by the Chief of the Air Service. 
The first proposition would give only tem- 
porary relief, and the second one is rather 
involved. The older officers will be apt to 
object to the third proposition, as they 
would not care to be separated even tem- 
porarily from the line of the Army. 


SUGGEST ADDITIONAL CREDIT 


HERE is another plan, which has been 

given some consideration, both in the 
Army and Navy Air Services. This pro- 
vides for additional credit for promotion 
and retirement for service as fliers or 
qualified pilots. It was originally sug- 
gested that officers and men who are fliers 
should be given double time as enlisted 
men of the Army were formerly given for 
service in the Philippines. Estimates show 
that double time might be rather high, and 
in some quarters it is thought that time 
and a half would be sufficient for fliers in 
the Army and Navy. 

Attention has been called to the fact 
that about eighty-five per cent of the com- 
missioned personnel of the Air Service are 
captains and lieutenants. This it is stated, 
must always continue if a sufficient num- 
ber of pilots are maintained for the Air 
Service, The usual channels for promo- 
tion as provided in the single list, it is 
argued, will not provide sufficient advance- 
ment for the junior officers and fliers in 
“. Army. _ The same condition exists in 
y linge it is stated, but not to such a 

Aside from this the period of efficiency 
for fliers in time of war does not exceed 
eight years, with the average officer in the 
Air Service. In peace time, this could be 
extended to fourteen years, but only in ex- 
traordinary cases would a flier be efficient 
much over fourteen years. The flying age, 
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under ordinary conditions, it is claimed, 
is between twenty-one and thirty-five years. 
Even with double time for fliers, pilots 
would not ordinarily reach the age of re- 
tirement until after fifteen years of service 
in airplanes. It is suggested that the bill 
should be so drawn that only active pilots 
should receive additional credit for promo- 
tion and retirement for the time that they 
are actually engaged in flying. 

In the event that fliers should be placed 
on the Army and Navy retired list at an 
age in which they were still qualified as 
pilots, they would be available for com- 
mercial aviation in time of peace, and for 
military service in the event of war. 
Under the present pay act, it is naturally 
assumed that with additional credit, they 
would advance more rapidly in the pay 
period, and would draw the highest rate 
of pay of their grade at an early date. 

Aside from the simplicity of the pro- 
posal for additional credit for fliers, it 
is pointed out that such legislation, while 
rewarding fliers and making aviation more 
attractive, would not disturb the promotion 
list of the Army. The plan would also be 
more desirable to officers in the Navy Air 
Service than the creation of a separate 
Corps. 

As stated previously in these columns, 
a member of the House Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs has under consideration a 
plan or the introduction of a bill which 
would give additional credit for Army 
pilots. If a move is made in this direction 
for the Army, in all probability, a similar 
bill will be introduced for the Navy. En- 
listed men would be included as well as 
officers in the plan under consideration on 
Capitol Hill. 

The National Aeronautie Association has 
indicated that it is interested in Air Ser- 
vice personnel legislation as well as in the 


Winslow bill, and appropriations for ma-: 


terial. If the War and Navy Departments 
should co-operate in recommending a per- 
sonnel program for the Air Service with 
the support of the National Aeronautic 
Association, action by Congress at the next 
session will be very probable. It is pos- 
sible that the Bacon bill for 1,000 addi- 
tional officers for the Regular Army will 
be included in the program. The Navy 
also needs additional officers not only for 
the Air Service, but for other duties and 
co-operation between the military and 
naval authorities and the preparedness 
organization cannot but impress Congress 
with the importance of Army and Navy 
Personnel Legislation. 


APPROVE COLONEL FETCHET 

HE Senate Committee on Military 

Affairs acted promptly on the nomina- 
tion of Col. James E. Fetchet to be As- 
sistant Chief of Air Service. The nomina- 
tion went to the Senate Saturday, March 
7, and was reported out on the following 
Monday, March 9. It is stated there was 
absolutely no opposition in the Senate Com- 
mittee, although there were rumors that 
the Mitchell partisans would endeavor to 
hold up the nomination. It would have 
been easy to have done this, as it is ex- 
pected the Senate will be in session only 
a few days longer. 


SHIFTS IN CONGRESS 

ie the organization of the Senate, there 

are quite a number of shifts in the Mil- 
itary Affairs Committees. 
Senator James W. Wadsworth, jr., not 
only retains the chairmanship of the Mili- 
tary Committee, and the chairmanship on 
Order of Business or Steering Committee, 
but advances from the Foreign Affairs 
Committee to the Committee on Finance. 
Thus the Senator from New York becomes 
a greater power in the leadership of the 
upper house than he was at last session. 

Senator Frederick Hale, of Maine, re- 
tains the chairmanship of the Naval Affairs 
Committee and a place on the Committee 
on Appropriations. Both Senator Wads- 
worth and Senator Hale will be on War 
and Navy Departments sub-committee of 
the Appropriations Committee, the former 
when the Army bills are under considera- 
tion and the latter when the Navy bills 
are up before the Appropriation Committee. 

Senator Arthur Capper, of Kansas is 
transferred from the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee to that of Foreign Affairs. While 
the Senator has usually co-operated with 
Chairman Wadsworth, it is known that he 
was never over-enthusiastic in his support 
of preparedness measures. Senator.Capper 
was born and educated a Quaker and has 
never been too strong in his support of 
preparedness.

The Senate Military Committee loses a 
strong member in the retirement of Senator 
Holm O. Bursum. of New Mexico. An- 
other real loss is Senator Hiram Johnson, 
of California, who is transferred to another 
committee. Senator Francis Warren, of 
Wyoming, who was Chairman of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee until he was 
elected Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, continues as ranking member. 
Next comes Senator Ralph H. Cameron, 
of Arizona. Senator David A. Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, who was an Emergency Offi- 
cer with distinguished service, advances 
on the committee by the retirement of 
two members above him. Senator Smith 
W. Brookhart, of Iowa, continues as an 
“Independent” on the committee, being one 
of the four that were demoted on account 
of their irregularity in the last election. 
This advances Senator Frank L. Green, 
of Vermont, who only joined the Senate 
during the last Congress. 

Of the new members, Senator Guy G. 
Goff, of West Virginia, ranks next on the 
Republican side. Senator W. H. Mce- 
Master, of South Dakota, comes next, and 
Senator W. B. Pine, of Oklahoma, com- 
pletes the list of Republican members who 
will serve in the next session.

Ralston, 
of Indiana, and William Cabell Bruce, of 
Maryland, continue in the order named. 
Senator Lawrence W. Tyson, of Tennessee, 
comes first of the two new Democrats 
added to the committee, with Senator Cole- 
man L. Blease, of South Carolina, next. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
loses a Republican and a Democrat. Sen- 
ator L. H. Ball, of Delaware, through his 
retirement from Congress, disappears from 
the list of Republicans, while Senator 
William H. King, of Utah, much to the 
satisfaction of the Navy, it is said, is 
transferred to another committee. 
Through the senator’s dilatory tactics, leg- 
islation and nominations were frequently 
held up, much to the embarrassment of 
the Naval Service. 

Through the retirement of Senator Ball, 
Senator George Wharton Pepper, of Penn- 
sylvania, becomes the ranking member of 
the Naval Affairs Committee. Senator 
Tasker L. Oddie, of Nevada, ranks next, 
followed by Senators Peter Norbeck, of 
South Dakota, Samuel M. Shortridge, of 
California, and O. E. Weller, of Maryland, 
in the order named. Senator William M. 
3utler, of Massachusetts, ranks first among 
the new Republicans who have been added 
to the Naval Affairs Committee. Senator 
Jesse H. Metcalf, of Rhode Island,- comes 
next, and Senator Thomas D. Schall, who 
is promoted from the House to the Senate, 
by defeating Magnus Johnson, the Farm 
Labor Senator, from Minnesota. 

Senator Claude E. Swanson, of Virginia, 
continues as the ranking Democrat, with 
the other Democrats arranged as follows: 
Senators Park Trammell, of Florida, 
Edwin S. Broussard, of Louisiana, Roy S. 
Copeland, of New York, and Edward I. 
Edwards, of New Jersey. Senator C. C. 
Dill, of Washington, is added to the list of 
Democrats as the result of the transfer of 
Senator King. 


QUOTING GENERAL MITCHELL 
LTHOUGH Frederick J. Libby, execu- 
tive secretary, whom some suspect of 

being the greater part of the National 
Council for the Prevention of War, in his 
latest bulletin, does not discuss the action 
of the Board of Education of the District 
of Columbia (Washington), in excluding 
him from the public schools for his alleged 
unpatriotic utterances, he does quote, ap- 
parently with great glee, the utterances 
of Brig. Gen. Wm. Mitchell before the 
Congressional Committee. Mr. Libby is 
the first of the pacifists to use the testi- 
mony before the Congressional Committee 
on the Air Service Controversy ag material 
in a campaign against the defenses of the 
nation. 

Under a big, black head ‘“‘Mitchell Bombs 
All Navies,” Mr. Libby uses General Mit- 
chell’s striking expressions in an effort to 
prove that not only should we not main- 
tain a Navy, but that its officers are not 
sincere. Incidently, General Drum is sub- 
jected to an attack because it is alleged 
that the report of the Lassiter Board was

kept in the War Department for two years. 

Of course, neither Libby nor any of his 
followers want to see an adequate Air 
Service develop. They are as much opposed 
to this form of preparedness as any other. 
It is only a matter of taking advantage of 
the controversy in the Services to weaken 
the whole system of National Defense. 
Again, preparedness advocates allege that 
General Mitchell and Mr. Curry, like “Old 
Dog Tray,” have gotten into bad company. 


WARN ON NAVY ASSIGNMENTS 

1a polite terms, the Bureau of Naviga- 

tion has indicated that officers who en- 
deavor to bring pressure to bear upon the 
Department from outside sources for the 
purpose of securing assignment to specific 
duties do it at their peril. Requests for 
duty it is stated, both official and unofficial, 
when received at the department are made 
a part of the permanent record of the offi- 
cer concerned, on file in the department. 
The record of too much political influence, 
it is presumed, will not look well on the 
record of any officer. 

In this connection, 
from the bureau states: 

“Appointments, details, assignments and 
transfers are made by the Bureau of Nav- 
igation on the basis of official records to 
the exclusion of other sources of informa- 
tion or influence. Official requests for ap-

pointments, details, transfers, and assign- - 


ments are of assistance to the bureau in 
the efficient distribution of officers, and are 
desired.” 

Other requests, it is stated, are not wel- 
comed. Evidently, the bureau feels called 
upon at this time, with a large number of 
transfers in prospect, to caution officers 
against the use of outside influence.

The other members of the com- 
mittee include Chairman Madden of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, Rep- 
resentative James T. Begg, of Ohio, and 
two other members to be announced, one 
of which is to be from Pennsylvania. 

As has been previously stated, Repre- 
sentative John M. Marin, of Pennsylvania 
can have the chairmanship if he desires it. 
He is ranking member of the committee 
and, it is stated that he will not be passed 
over without his consent in selecting the 
chairman, On account of sickness in the 
family, and some business at home, which 
is constantly demanding his attention, it 
is known that Mr. Marin is hesitating, and 
has asked time to make up his mind.

MILEAGE ELIMINATED 
ON GOVERNMENT VESSELS 


NNOUNCEMENT was made by the 

Secretary of War on March 9 that of- 
ficers and other members of the military 
establishment “performing travel on Gov- 
ernment-owned vessels for which no trans- 
portation fare is charged shall be entitled 
only to reimbursement of actual and neces- 
sary expenses incurred.” 

This War Department pronouncement 
means that the restriction above described 
precludes the payment of mileage of 5 cents 
per mile, heretofore granted in cases of of- 
ficers making a permanent change of sta- 
tion within the continental limits of the 
United States who perform part or all of 
the travel on a Government-owned vessel. 

For instance, an officer stationed in 
Washington, D. C., who is ordered to San 
Francisco, Calif., for duty and whose travel 
order directs that he proceed to New York 
city and sail on a Government-owned ves- 
sel to the Western station, will be entitled 
after July 1, 1925, to mileage from Wash- 
ington to New York city. While on the 
transport sailing from New York to San 
Francisco the officer in question will be 
entitled only to actual and necessary ex- 
penses incurred, the cost of which, it is 
pointed out, is a proper charge against 
“mileage.”

RESERVE OFFICERS MAKE 
CROSS-COUNTRY FLIGHT 


ONTENDING with unfavorable weather 

conditions. local Air Service Resery 
officers recently made what is believed tp 
be the largest cross-country flight of Re 
serve officers, using reserve equipment, o 
record. 

Three flights of the 316th Squadron 
commanded by Capt. Armin F. Herrod, 
comprising 14 planes, departed from Criss; 
Field for Mather Field, Sacramento. Rain 
was falling at the time the squadron lef 
Crissy Field, and from San Francisco t 
San Pablo Bay they were forced to fly at 
an altitude of only 500 feet. From Benicia 
to Sacramento they were able to increay 
their altitude to 1500 feet. 

Despite these handicaps, the entire flight 
arrived at Mather Field on schedule and 
in record time for their type of plane, mak- 
ing the 90-mile flight in 55 minutes. The 
return trip, made the following day, was 
equally successful and the entire expedition 
was conceded to have been the best evel 
engaged in by the local Reserve fliers.

SUBMARINE SCHOOL 
NEw Lonpon, Conn. 

URING the six-month period ending 

December 31, 1924 approximately 350 
men received a full course of instruction 
at the Submarine Training School, Sub- 
marine Base, New London. Of this num- 
ber, 150 were received from ships of the 
Control Force and were returned upon 
graduation to that force. The remaining 
200 were ordered by the Bureau from 
those who applied for entry into the sub- 
marine service and from those who became 
available on receiving ships, at recruiting 
stations, ete. 

The length of the course varies from 4 
weeks to 12 weeks, depending upon the 
rating held by the individuals. The course 
fits men with no previous experience in 
submarines for duty in that type of vessel. 

During the remaining 9 months of the 
calendar year 1925 approximately 100 men 
will be required monthly as replacements 
in the submarine service, and the Bureau 
desires that all these men be sent through 
this school at New London. 

Men of the following ratings are re- 
quired: Boatswain’s Mate, Gunner’s Mate, 
Torpedoman, Quartermaster, Seaman First 
Class, Electrician’s Mate, Radioman, Ma- 
chinist’s Mate, Motor Machinist’s Mate, 
Engineman, Fireman First Class, Ship’s 
Cook and Mess Attendant.

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT 


DEVELOPMENT work has been sus- 

pended on the 4.7-inch A.A. gun and 
mount, model 1920E. This materiel has 
been under test since the latter pait of 
1922. It has been decided that the A.A. 
gun of this caliber is heavier than is re- 
quired, and that a gun of smaller caliber 
will ve more satisfactory. 


APPROVAL has been given for the rifling 

of one of the 37 mm. 3,000 f/s guns, 
with a twist of 1 turn in 35 calibers. Up 
to the present firings with the two guns 
rifled with a twist of 1 turn in 40 calibers 
lave not been made. Ordnance officers are 
evincing great interest in ihe comparative 
tests of the two types of twists. 


‘THE Adjutant General of the Army has 
approved the withdrawal from service 
of the following A.A. fire-control equip- 
ment: Horizontal distance altimeter, model 
1917, sets complete; observation grills, 
model 1917 and 1917 MI.; range computer, 
with tripods and carrying case, mode] 1920. 
These instruments will be stored at 
Frankford Arsenal pending development of 
a fire-control system for the 37 min, A.A. 
guns now under manufacture. 


NSTRUCTIONS have been issued to 

Springfield Armory to design a suitable 
cleaning rod for the caliber .22 rifle. At 
least two models will be prepared and for- 
warded to the Infantry Board for service 
test at the time they are iuriished with 
ten of the new caliber .22 rifles for test. 


A NUMBER of caliber .50 Mann barrels 

have been shipped to Aberdeen Proving 
Ground for a firing test, in order to deter- 
mine the most efficient twist of rifling. An 
order has been placed with Springfield 
Armory tor the manufacture sf additional 
Mann barrels, with reduced pitch of rifling, 
for continuing the test until the most suit- 
abl2 pitch of rifling is found. 


AUTHORIZATION has been given to 
Frankford Arsenal for the manufacture 
of 2,000 caliber .50 tracer cartridges, using 
the latest tracer mixture, for test at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground. 


GTUDIES of an instrument for high burst 
ranging have been considered, and 
Frankford Arsenal has been directed to 
complete the design of a new type of tele- 
scope for the Azimuth Instrument, Model 
1918, that should meet the requirements of 
the service. Two experimental telescopes 
are to be built for preliminary trial at Fort 
Bragg. 


AN experimental set of equilibrators for 
the 3 inch A.A. gun mount, model 
1923-E, has been approved for manufacture 
and test. The special feature of these 
equilibrators is the adjusting device where- 
by the nitrogen pressure in pounds per 
square inch in the cylinders and the effec- 
tive lever arms thereof may be simultane- 
ously increased or simultaneously dimin- 
ished, as conditions may require. 





INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION 


PLANS for the prompt and efficient war- 
time utilization of industry from an im- 
portant phase of war planning; in fact, 
such planning is peculiarly a necessity for 
supply branches if the wartime mission of 
providing the troops with what they need 
in sufficient quantity and at the time 
needed is to be fulfilled. 

As noted in previous reports, the Orda- 
nance Department has been giving consider- 
able attention to industrial plans. The di- 
rect system, devised to permit of decentra- 
lized contact with industry in the interest 
of planning in time of peace and control 
of production in time of war, has been 
fully developed. All of the fourteen dis- 
tricts ealled for in the project have been 
established. f‘ pet 

At present, the districts are negotiating 
with manufacturers with a view to definite 
orders for ordnance,materiel to be deliv- 
ered in time of war. The Ordnance Depart- 
ment is devoting considerable time and 
energy to the supply of information to the 
manufacturers co-operating in this work, 
and there is reason to believe that each 
commercial firm scheduled to produce war 
materiel will prepare a war plan, at some 
expense to itself, which will provide the 
Government, at little cost, adequate muni- 
tions production plans to be put in effect 
in time of war. It is pertinent to remark 
in passing that, since munitions supply 
exercises such an important influence on 
the outcome of modern wars, plans of this 
type, if carried to their logical conclusion. 
cannot fail to reduce the probabilities of 
war, or to shorten the combat in case war 
becomes the last resort.

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PENN STATE GRAPPLERS

‘THE powerful wrestlers of Penn State 
on March 7 defeated the Naval Acad- 
emy, 18 to 9. It was the most overwhelm- 
ing defeat received by a Navy wrestling 
team within a dozen years.

~ WITH THE NATIONAL GUARD 





HE annual convention of the National 

Guard Association of New York, which 
was held at Buffalo, N. Y., March 6 and 
7, was the most largely attended in years, 
over 400 officer delegates from all over 
the state attending; every organization 
was represented. It was the first time the 
convention was held away from Albany, 
and the delegates found the change a very 
agreeable one. 

The election of officers for the ensuing 
a el as follows: President, Col. 
John S. Thompson, 108th Infantry; first 
rice-president, Col: Robert a pape 

Stl ield Artillery; second vice-presi- 

15th tT William Fy Schobl, 106th Field 
Artillery; treasurer, Col. William J. Cos- 
tigan, 165th Infantry; secretary, Capt. 
William J. Maguire, 10th Infantry ; ex- 
ecutive committee, Col. Frederick W. Bald- 
win, 14th Infantry, and Col. Walter A. De 
Lamater, 71st Infantry. 
At the session on the morning of March 
7 Maj. Gen. Charles W. Berry, command- 
ing the National Guard, made an address 
on the accomplishment of several proj- 
ects. He also notified organizations that, 
commencing April 1, schools of intensive 
training of officer candidates would be 
established. This school, the General ex- 
plained, is to create a reservoir of trained 
eandidates to fill commissioned vacancies 
at any time, and particularly in the event 
of organizations from peace to war 
strength. ; 

It was decided to hold the convention 
of 1926 at Syracuse. : 

The members of the convention attend- 
ed a review of the 174th Infantry, Col. 
W. R. Pooley, by Major General Berry, 
and witnessed a fine display. The staff of 
General Berry was composed of Col. Ed- 
ward McLeer, jr., chief of staff; Col. A. 
H. Huguet, U.S.A.; Lt. Col. J. 4. &. 
Munday, adjt.; Lt. Col. 8. V. McDermott, 
judge advocate, and Lt. Col. F. M. Water- 
bury, 

During the banquet, at which Col. Syd- 
ney Grant, 245th Coast Artillery, was 
toastmaster, interesting remarks were 
made by Mayor Francis X. Schwab of 
Buffalo; Col. Merch B. Stewart, U.S.A., 
commandant of cadets at West Point; 
Col. James A. Moss, U.S.A., retired, and 
Chaplain Charles W. Roeder, 245th Coast 
Artillery. 


Colonel Moss deplored the present com- 
munistic tendencies, which he said are 
flooding America. Mayor Schwab endorsed 
the sentiments of Colonel Moss and prom- 
ised that ‘Buffalo would support the flag 
campaign. Colonel Stewart spoke of the 
great value of the National Guard for 
national defense. He said, in fact, that 
the ratio of the Regular Army to the Na- 
tional Guard is one to six. “This fact,” 
be said, “shows that our fate in the early 
days of the conflict rests predominantly 
on the National Guard. Yet the deplora- 
ble feature of it all is that its progress 
has always outstripped the appropriations 
set aside for its support.” Chaplain Ro- 
der spoke on the National Guard and good 
fellowship. 


UNDER decision of the Comptroller 

General of June 30, 1924 (Ms. A- 
2779) enlisted men on furlough are entitled 
to only the commuted value of the garri- 
son ration, 30 cents per day, and not to 
commutation of rations at the rate of $1.20 
per day. The decision of the Comptroller 
General states that: 

“The intention of the annual appropria- 
tion acts is to give effect to the provision 
that all enlisted men of the Army shall be 
entitled to one ration daily, and that ration 
is of the same value while on furlough 
whether the man is receiving rations in 
kind or is receiving an allowance for 
quarters and subsistence prior to going on 
furlough. There is no authority in the 
law to fix different rates because of the 
status of the man when going on furlough. 
He is entitled to the regulation allowance 
of one ration. * * * The law requires that 
the regulation allowance for commutation 
of rations while on furlough be the same 
in case of all enlisted men, and the regula- 
tion authorizing to enlisted men while on 


furlough allowances payable only while . 


an enlisted man is on duty is not in con- 
formity with law.” 

The above decision has application to 
sergeants of the Regular Army on duty 
with the National Guard as instructors, 
and property and disbursing officers will 
make no further payments to enlisted men 
on furlough at rates in excess of the com- 
muted value of the garrison ration (30 
cents per day), and any such payments 
made on and after March 3, 1924, will be 
collected. (430.2 Gen.-1.)

D. And to provide for further develop- 
ment of the Reserve Officers Training 
tne and Citizens’ Military Training 
amps.

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AVIATION DEVELOPMENT VITAL 
HE recent controversy over aviation 
will have resulted in considerable good 

if it has served to waken the country to a 
real interest in the development of Amer- 
ican aviation. In endeavoring to support 
the chosen side both newspapers and individ- 
uals have been compelled to hunt for and 
ascertain facts, not only with respect to 
aviation, but to National Defense as a 
whole, which otherwise they would have 
ignored. 

A study of the controversy shows that no 
new facts were developed. However, many 
old facts, which both the public and the 
press had previously ignored, were brought 
out. A typical illustration of the necessity 
to still further educate both the public and 
press is a recent editorial in the Washing- 
ton Post, which states that tests of the 
anti-aircraft weapons at Fort Monroe con- 
clusively shows that the best defense against 
airplane attack consists of other airplanes. 
The editorial then goes on to criticise the 
War Department for not having known this 
fact. 

The War Department’s position was 
clearly explained to the Congressional Air- 
craft Investigating Committee by General 
Drum. General Drum stated specifically 
that the defense against aircraft could be 
divided into two classes, active and passive ; 
that the active defense—the only real de- 
fense—was by aircraft, the passive by 
anti-aircraft weapons on the ground. That 
the best defense against aircraft was other 
aircraft was known to everyone who partici- 
pated in the war. This fact may be a dis- 
covery to the press. It certainly was not 
to the War Department. Neither was the 
fact that taking France’s air forces as 100 
per cent, Great Britain has 58 per cent, 
Italy has 43 per cent and the United States 
but 16 per cent. Like General Drum’s 
statement, a Congressional investigation 
was not necessary, as the information was 
there for any person or newspaper suflicient- 
ly interested to get. 

The country is lagging behind in the de- 
velopment of its aviation industry. There 
ean be no question as to the tremendous 
future development of aviation. There can 
be less question that in the next war we 


must be able to put in the air more aircraft 
than our opponent. This can only be done, 
provided we have established in time of 
peace an aviation industry such that when 
war comes it can readily meet war demands. 








NEED ADEQUATE ALLOWANCE 

OOD morale amongst its personnel and 

a good showing before the American 
people are essential if the Army is to be 
of value. Good morale can only come from 
a contented A good showing 
before the American people depends upon 
the condition and method of living of the 
representatives of the Army with whom the 
publie most comes in contact. The average 
American community a short while ago 
knew little or nothing of the Army, because 
they never saw it. The National Defense 
Act has changed all this. Officers and non- 
commissioned officers today being with the 
National Guard, the Organized Reserve and 
the R.O.T.C., are scattered throughout the 
country. The result is that almost every 
community of any size has living in it one 
or more representatives of the Service. The 
Army, through its own methods of discip- 
line and training can insure proper conduct 
on the part of these officers and non-com- 
missioned officers. It cannot insure their 
living under proper conditions unless pay 
and allowances are sufficient. 

At the present time a sergeant on D.E. 
M.L. receives an allowance of 40 cents a 
meal and 75 cents a day for quarters. The 
present subsistence allowances are 26 per 
cent. less than they were in 1922. There 
is no evidence that the price of food has 
decreased to that extent. One sergeant, 
who has been on duty in one of the largest 
cities for four years, in spite of constant 
search, has been unable to find a room in 
a respectable neighborhood at less than 
$7.00 a week. For his meals, even in the 
cheapest restaurants, he has had to pay a 
minimum of $1.50 a day. Consequently, 
he has had to spend a considerable portion 
of his pay if he was to live decently. 
Under the law he is supposed to receive his 
pay in addition to clothing, food, lodging 
and medical attentance. Therefore, under 
existing circumstances he is being penalized 
for performing a duty of importance to the 
country.

His commis- 
sion was given him not because of his prom- 
inence in public affairs, but because he has 
earned the right to be considered an author- 
ity on Industrial Mobilization from the Ord- 
nance viewpoint. This, because he has 
been a student of this subject for a period 
which began five or six years before the 
recent war. At that time he saw clearly 
the delays with consequent defeats and, per- 
haps, ultimate disaster, which could easily 
occur as the result of being unprepared 
to rapidly change our industry from a peace 
to a war basis. 

Every time the Army Appropriation Bill 
was under consideration Mr. Tilson brought 
in the necessity for Industrial Prepared- 
ness. His specialty was a proposal to fur- 
nish the industry of the country with the 
necessary jigs and dies so that upon the 
declaration of war the major industries 
could immediately be turned to war pur- 
poses. Had his wishes been followed, all 
of our Infantry would have been armed 
with our own Springfields, instead of most 
of it with a modified British rifle not as 
good ballistically, aside from the difficulties 
inevitably occurring when two types of the 
same kind of weapon have to be used. By 
accepting a commission in the Reserve Col. 
Tilson has set an example to all citizens 
of the country. By unfailingly insisting 
upon Industrial Preparedness throughout 
his successive terms in Congress, he has set 
an example as a Congressman.

A PROTEST 


To Tue Eptror: 

WANT to cite the Officers’ Uniform 

Shop as one instance in which the 
Government competes with individual 
business enterprise, to the disadvantage of 
the individual as well as business. The 
biggest reason from a naval standpoint why 
the Officers’ Uniform Shop is not to the 
advantage of the Navy is the fact that it 
is one of the “sops” given Navy personnel 
in lieu of legitimate raise in pay to meet 
present-day living expenses. If the Navy 
officer is not sufficiently well paid to meet 
the ordinary requirements of his position 
and dignity, the solution is not in paternal- 
istic measures of this nature but in an 
honorable raise in the pay for the service 
which he renders his country. 

Another reason almost equally as strong 
is the fact that the funds used in the main- 
tenance of this shop come from and are 
chargeable to the maintenance appropria- 
tion of the Navy, and like practically every 
Bureau or Service which is a composite 
of civilian and Navla activity it is costly 
and inefficient. First, the standard of fine- 
ness in the garment which the Navy person- 
nel are wearing is covered and in the end 
costs them as much, if not more; second, 
they are deprived of the opportunities for 
individual and satisfactory service which 
they can obtain when they are permitted to 
purchase their requirements from  institu- 
tions which are dependent upon their ser- 
vice and abilities for the trade of the in- 
dividual concerned. . 

Officers who are so engaged in business 
are taken away from legitimate Naval bus!- 
ness and add to the total payroll of the 
Navy personnel, while the cost of the ser- 
vices of the officers involved and the head, 
light and space involved is not charged 
against this shop but against the regular 
Navy appropriations for pay and for main- 
tenance and clothing. Officers who are not 
using the services of this shop (and most 
of the officers are not) suffer for the bene- 
fit of the few who do use it. 

The uniform shop is one of the forms of 
Government paternalism which brings the 
Naval and Military Services in disrepute, 
because it strengthens the popular concep- 
tion that more money is being spent on 
these branches of the Government than Is 
necessary. This idea is voiced frequently 
in Congress, as may be noted by the hear- 
ings on the bill to abolish this shop, which 
was introduced in the present Congress. 
The Federal Trade Commission has insti- 
tuted action time and again against unfair 
business competition. Why does not the 
Government put its own house in order?

PROMOTION BY SELECTION 

To THE EpITor: 
‘THE promotion list is again the subject 

of attack. Promotion has always been 
a sore subject in the Service and it will 
continue to be such. The list as it stands 
perhaps does injustice to some officers, but 
no matter how it is juggled some persons 
are bound to think themselves unjustly 
dealt with, and will always be dissatisfied. 
Bear in mind, however, that the list as it 
stands has been in use for the past four 
years and although it means slow promotion 
it is free from personal or political element 
which certainly is bound to enter in any 
other scheme for promotion wherein selec- 
tion must be made. 

The phrase “Promotion by Selection” in 
my mind is simply a synonym for promo- 
tion through political aid or promotion 
through “Bootlick.” Upon what basis 
would selection be made? The only means 
available would be from the Officers Effi- 
ciency Reports, and how many officers have 
confidence in the Efficiency Report? Hav- 
ing had hundreds of these reports pass 
through my hands, the undersigned speaks 
from actual experience. 

It is possible for an Adjutant on a large 
post, where there are many commands and 
knowing the Commanding Officers of the 
various regiments, without looking at the 
signatures on the efficiency reports to tell 
who rated the officers reported upon. There 
have been numerous instances where the 
reporting officer entered a rating of Below 
Average of Fact in some column and when 
called upon to notify the officer reported 
upon by letter would simply shift the X 
over into the average column. 

Again, I have seen officers give rating of 
Below Average stated as Opinions which 
would never have been made if the officer 
reporting were required to notify the officer 
reported upon. How many reports are in- 


fluenced by the fact that subordinates are

The following is the text of a letter setting 
forth the reasons for the delay in bringing the 
cases of commissioned warrant officers to trial 
in the Court of Claims. The cases will effect 
some 1200 warrant officers. 

“In accordance with your request to be ad- 
vised as to the status of the so-called commis- 
sioned warrant officers test cases in the Court of 
Claims, in which we are counsel for yourself and 
the other petitioners, permit us to advise you 
that, while the Court of Claims granted our mo- 
tion on March 31, 1924, calling upon the General 
Accounting Office to supply to the court the 
necessary evidence from the Government records, 
that office delayed making its response and did 
not supply the evidence ordered until March 6 just 
past, according to a notice received by us day 
before yesterday from the clerk of the Court of 
Claims. 

“We are now studying the evidence submitted 
and, if it is responsive to the call and is as 
comprehensive and complete as we requested, as 
very probably it will be found to be, we shall 
immediately close the proof and insist upon prompt 
trial. While this delay has occurred notwith- 
standing such efforts as we could with propriety 
make towards seeing that the necessary evidence 
was supplied, we are convinced that, in view of 
all the circumstances and the general situation, 
your interest and the interest of those similarly 
situated have in no degree been adversely affected. 

“The Government, of course, has certain rights 
as to time which are entirely beyond our control 
and may of course be availed of, but we antici- 
pate no further extended delay, and will urge 
that the trial be had at the earliest possible 
moment.”’ 


DIGEST OF COMPTROLLER GENERALS 
DECISIONS 

The following Digest of Comptroller General’s 
decision is announced: 

1. Upon request of a disbursing officer for 
review of settlement disallowing in his accounts 
payment of rental allowance from July 1 to 
September 30, 1923, to a captain who was on sea 
duty and whose wife and three minor children 
occupied quarters on the Panama Canal Zone 
owned by the Government and controlled by the 
Panama Canal, for which the captain paid rent 
to the Panama Canal. : 

Held: That, while Section 6 of the Act of 
June 10, 1922, as amended by Section 2 of the 
Act of May 31, 1924, provides that each commis- 
sioned officer below the grade of brigadier general 
or its equivalent, while either on active duty or 
entitled to active duty pay, shall be entitled at 
all times to a money allowance for rental of 
quarters, but among certain exceptions provides 
that no rental allowance shall accrue to an officer, 
with or without dependents, while he is assigned 
us quarters at his permanent station the number 
6f rooms provided by law for an officer of his 
rank; in view of Executive Order of August 13, 
1924, pursuant to said act providing that the 
term ‘permanent station’ as used in this act shall 
be construed to mean the place on shore where 
an officer is assigned to duty, or the home yard 
or the home port of a vessel on board which an 
officer is required to perform duty, under orders 
in each case which do not in terms provide for 
the termination thereof, the permanent station of 
said captain was not in the Canal Zone for the 
reason the home yard or home port of the vessel 
to which he was assigned was not the Canal 
Zone and he did not occupy with his dependents 
quarters furnished there by the Government with- 
out charge, and his right, therefore, to the allow- 
ance under the law and the regulations is clear 
and the amount paid will be passed to the credit 
of the disbursing officer. (Jeffers’ case, February 
7, 1925.) 

2. Upon request for review of settlement dated 
May 12, 1924, disallowing claim for rental allow- 
ance as an officer with dependents from Septem- 
ber 15, 1923, to March 5, 1924, it is held that 
where it appears that an officer with dependents 
was relieved from his station at Naval Operating 
Base, Hampton Roads, Va., at which station he 
and his dependents did not occupy public quarters 
but lived in Norfolk, Va., and was ordered to 
report at Fort Benning, Ga., September 15, 1923, 
where he was assigned bachelor quarters until his 
dependents joined him March 6, 1924, but there 
was attached to his pay vouchers covering the 
period in question a certificate from the command- 
ing officer that there were no quarters available 
at Ft. Benning, Ga,, for assignment to claim- 
ant’s dependents, apparently the rental allowance 
status was the same whether the dependents 
were at Norfolk or Ft. Benning, and the determin- 
ation by the commanding officer at Ft. Benning, 
Ga., competent superior authority, that there 
were no quarters available at that post for assign- 
ment to claimant’s dependents during the period 
in question is equivalent to a determination that 
the one room assigned claimant in bachelor 
quarters was not adequate for the occupancy of 
himself and his dependents; as claimant was 
therefore in the status of an officer ‘‘either on 
active duty or entitled to active duty pay’’ 
(Sec. 6, Act June 10, 1922) and as he was not 
assigned as quarters at Fort Benning, Ga. the 
number of rooms provided by law for an officer of 
his rank or a less number of rooms determined 
by competent superior authority to be adequate 
for the occupancy of himself and his dependents, 
he is entitled to rental allowance. (Kincade’s 
case, February 9, 1925.) 

3. <A mother avers that she is a widow, 75 years 
old, and in poor health resulting from her ad- 
vanced age; that her usual living conditions are 
“usually at hotels—sometimes with her son’; 
that her average monthly living expenses are $150 
a month; that her son contributes $125 a month 
to her uspport; that she has an income of $35 a 
month from sources other than her officer son, who 
is her only child; that she owns a mortgage to 
the value of $7000 and tangible personal property 
valued at $2000. In a letter dated November (+ A 
1924, the officer states that the above-mentioned 
mortgage, which was originally for $12,000, has 
since been reduced to $6000, and is in reality 





his property and represents the remainder of his 
share of his late father’s estate; that this mort- 
gage was transferred to his mother and recorded 
in the office of the Recorder of Deeds at Scranton, 
Pa., on October 17, 1921, at which time suit was 
instituted against him by one Mr. Morris of Wash- 
ington, D. C., for injuries to his son, who was 
run over by his automobile; and that the trans- 
fer was made as a matter of self-protection in 
case judgment should be given against him; that 
the tangible personal property mentioned by his 
mother includes his Cadillac automobile, which 
was transferred to her because of the above-men- 
tioned lawsuit and which automobile will not 
bring over $1000 at present; that, according to 
law, the above property belongs to his mother, 
but that his mother will transfer it to him “if it 
will help matters.” 

There has been no evidence submitted as to these 
matters and the unsupported statement of the offi- 
cer cannot be accepted to contradict the record as 
to the ownership of the property and the affidavits 
of his mother. The stating of facts and purposes 
of these transactions is sufficient to disclose why 
they may not properly be given the consideration 
and effect requested in connection with the ques- 
tion of alleged dependency of the mother upon the 
officer son. The principle is here proper to be ob- 
served that one may not be granted an advantage 
because of his own wrongdoing. (Scanlon’s case, 
February 19, 1925.) 

4. Upon the question whether the service ren- 
dered by a lieutenant (j.g.), United States Navy, 
while serving in the United States Public Health 
Service and also after his transfer to the admin- 
istrative control of the Veterans’ Bureau, may be 
counted for longevity pay purposes as a commis- 
sioned officer in the United States Navy, the rec- 
ords show that the officer in question was appointed 
an acting assistant dental surgeon (non-commis- 
sioned) in the United States Public Health Service, 
effective February 20, 1922, for duty at United 
States Veterans’ Hospital No. 76, Maywood, III. ; 
that on May 1, 1922, he was transferred to the ad- 
ministrative control of the United States Veter- 
ans’ Bureau and accepted appointment as assistant 
dental surgeon in the Navy with the rank of lieu- 
tenant (j.g.) on September 29, 1923. The act of 
June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 627, provides: 

“For officers appointed on and after July 1, 
1922, no service shall be counted for purposes of 
pay except active commissioned service under a 
Federal appointment and commissioned service in 
the National Guard when called out by order of 
the President * * *.” 

The acts of August 14, 1912, 37 Stat. 309, and 
of May 18, 1920, 41 Stat. 601, providing for the 
salaries of the commissioned medical - officers of 
the Public Health Service do not include therein 
the rating or rank of acting assistant dental sur- 
geons, and it is evident that acting assistant dental 
surgeons of the Public Health Service are not com- 
missioned officers, but are civilian employes of 
said service. Accordingly, it was advised that the 
prior service rendered by said lieutenant in the 
Veterans’ Bureau and in the Public Health Service, 
not having been commissioned service, may not 
be included in computing his longevity pay as an 
officer of the Navy under the act of June 10, 


1922. (Hittinger’s case, February 17, 1925.) 
5. A chief electrician’s mate, U. S. Coast 
Guard, requests review of disallowance of his 


claim for reimbursement of expenses incident to 
travel from Freeport, N. Y., to Jacksonville, Fla., 
by automobile, under orders of July 1, 1924, con- 
stituting a permannent change of station. 

It has been held that where an enlisted man of 
the Army is by statute entitled to reimbursement 
of actual expenses and he is permitted to use his 
own automobile for authorized travel, he may be 
reimbursed for the cost of gasoline and oil not 
exceeding the cost to the Government of transpor- 
tation by rail. 1 Comp. Gen. 681. By the same 
reasoning reimbursement in this case may be made. 
Claimant kept no record of his actual expenses 
for gasoline and oil, having been under the im- 
pression that he would be reimbursed the cost of 
transportation by rail, including Pullman. He has 
made an estimate based upon the mileage and the 
performance of the car on gasoline consumption 
tests said to have been made when the car was 
purchased. The estimate of oil consumption is 
based upon actual changes of oil made during the 
trip. plus additional purchases. 

The result of the estimates gives a total cost of 
about two-thirds of the cost for rail and Pullman 
fare. Estimated expenses have in unusual cirecum- 
stances been authoried in the past. 2 MS. Comp. 
Gen. 675: 12 MS. Comp. Dec. 753. While the 
practice is objectionable from every standpoint, 
yet, where, as in this case, the failure to keep an 
exact record of expenses is in a degree excusable 
and the estimate is a fair one, it will be accepted 
as a statement of actual expenses (but not as 
commutation, see act of March 3, 1875, 18 Stat. 
452) when to do Otherwise will result in a denial 
of any reimbursement for the cost of travel. Upon 
review the settlement is modified and $28.79 certi- 
fied due claimant. (Bilz’ case, February 26, 1925.) 

6. On the subject of assignments of higher 
provisional ranks to members of the Naval Reserve 
Forse subsequent to the date when first enrolled, 
the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation informs me 
that members of the Naval Reserve Force who 
have been assigned higher provisional ranks in 
commissioned grades are now being examined for 
confirmation in rank, and that it is his expecta- 
tion that all such members will have been con- 
firmed and commissioned or their provisional as-

U. S. M. C. WARRANT LEGISLATION 


‘THE following section of the Naval Om- 
nibus Bill was stricken out when it 
was passed by the Senate. It was of 
great interest to Marine Corps clerks. 

Sec. 24. The warrant grade of pay clerk in the 
United States Marine Corps is hereby established, 
appointmenta thereto to be made in accordance 
with regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Navy. Officers in said grade shall have the same 
rank, pay, allowances and other benefits as now 
are or may hereafter be allowed other warrant 
officers in the Marine Corps. Pay clerks now in 
the Marine Corps who are warranted as pay clerks 
under the provisions of this section shal take rank

in accordance with their present dates of prece- 
dence. 
That the commissioned warrant grades of chief 


marine gunner, chief quartermaster clerk and chief 
pay clerk in the Marine Corps are hereby estab- 
lished, and that marine gunners, quartermaster 
clerks and pay clerks shall be commissioned chief 
marine gunners, chief quartermaster clerks and 
chief pay clerks, respectively, under the same con- 
ditions as are now or may hereafter be prescribed 
for the appointment of commissioned warrant offi- 
cers of the Navy, and when so commissioned they 
shall have the same rank, pay, allowances and 
other benefits as are now or may hereafter be al- 
lowed commissioned warrant officers of the Navy. 
Provided, That the total active service as clerk 
to assistant paymaster, pay clerk, warrant officer 
and commissioned officer, whether under a perma- 
nent or temporary appointment in the Marine 
Corps or the Marine Corps Reserve, shall be counted 
in computing the siz-year period from date of 
warrant required for appointment as commissioned 
warrant officers. 

Provided further, That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed so as to reduce the pay, allow- 
ances, emoluments or other benefits that any per- 
son now in the service would have received but 
for the passage of this section: And provided fur- 
ther, That the total number of warrant officers and 
commissioned warrant officers shall not exceed the 


number of warrant officers and pay clerks now 
authorized by law.

Probably the outstanding event of the last week 
1r so was the advance in the rediscount rate of 
the New York Federal Reserve Bank. At least, 
this action has received more comment than any 
other single development in the business world. 
The rate was increased from 3 to 3% per cent., 
the lower rate being in effect since last August. 

The New York rate was the lowest that had 
ever prevailed for that bank, and while it was in 
effect was the lowest in the country. At 3% 
per cent. the New York rate now parallels those 
in effect at Boston, Philadelphia, Cleveland and 
San Francisco. ‘The remaining banks have a 4 
per cent. rediscount rate. 

The reason for the advance may be given as be- 
ing simply a readjustment to a level consistent 
with that in effect elsewhere, and in order to ob- 
tain relief from the disproportionately large 
imount of financing that has been coming into the 
New York market. The action does not denote 
any alarming scarcity of credit. Rediscounts, it 
is true, have been increasing with the improve- 
ment in business conditions, the volume of New 
York now standing at some $227,000,000 against 
$123,500,000 a year ago, but even so the volume 
is not larger than the bank can accommodate, and 
-onsiderable further expansion could take place 
without harmful results, 

Gold exports have increased substantially since 
December, but this represents a readjustment to 
normal rather than any cause for alarm. As a 
matter of fact, a 3% per cent. rediscount rate 
should be considered fundamentally beneficial. The 
upturn has had the effect of recalling to mind that 
‘onservatism is a better policy than reckless 
speculation in commodities and securities, and any 
indication of inflation is likely to be met by a 
further upturn in interest rates at the direction 
of the Federal Reserve Board. 

It is quite probable that the era of abnormally 
easy credit has come to an end, but on the other 
hand, resources are sufficient to eliminate the 
probability of high rates. In other words, the 
advance in interest rates that has already taken 
place has likely gone its full course, with the 
exception, of course, of certain seasonal fluctua- 
tions that always occur. One result at least that 
may be counted upon is stationary or declining 
prices in first-grade bonds. If business activity 
‘ontinues to gain momentum, more and more 
funds will be transferred from investment in these 
issues to active commercial channels. 

The inaugural message of President Coolidge did 
uot carry any new and startling principles, but it 
was clearly of a constructive character and has 


been favorably received throughout the country. 
His comments on taxation were probably of the 
greater direct interest and carried the implica- 
tion that pressure should be lessened against 


those of large incomes. A very sound theory of 
taxation is found in these sentences: 

“We cannot finance a country, we cannot im- 
prove social conditions, through any system of 
injustice, even if we attempt to inflict it upon 
the rich. ‘The wise and correct course to follow 
in taxation and all other economic legislation is 
not to destroy those who have already secured 
success, but to create conditions under which every- 
me will have a better chance to be successful.’’ 

Dow, Jones & Co. estimate brokers’ loans to 
be at $2,100,000,000, a new high record for all 
times. The previous high record of $2,000,000,000 
was reached in February, 1920. Last July, brok- 
ers’ loans aggregated $1,325,000,000. The cause of 
this, naturally, is the high prices at which many 
securities are selling and the great volume which 
is being carried on margin by speculators. Such 
a situation calls for caution. This column has 
expressed the opinion that industrial securities, 
broadly speaking, are selling at levels high enough 
to warrant profit-taking. It is not possible to 
pick the top price, but it is quite certain in the 
writer’s opinion, that the top is very close and 
it would not be amiss to step out and let others 
take the last few points profit. A thought that 
is worth pondering over is the following taken 
from Thomas Gibson: 

“It is not more than a platitude to say that 
when the price level has advanced 10 points, it is 
10 points nearer the top, and there is always a 
top, although people at times appear to lose sight 
of this simple truth. It is a most surprising 
fact that the great bulk of public speculative buy- 
ing occurs at the approximate pinnacle of a major 
advance and most of the selling near the bottom. 
That is, in itself, a sufficient explanation for the 
losses which are constantly suffered by those who 
operate in the security markets.’’ 

The business situation is healthy, otherwise the 
stock market could not maintain its present 
strength. But the upturn many stocks have en- 
joyed has discounted this fact. The oils, coppers 
and rails, as groups, may be expected to work 
somewhat higher, but the industrials, as stated, 
have apparently done all that can justly be ex- 
pected of them. 

Of interest to a good many American ‘‘inves- 
tors’’ is the announcement from Berlin that all 
of the old paper mark notes bearing date before 
October 11, 1924, have been called in for re- 
demption. These notes are to be exchanged for 
the new reichmarks on the basis of one trillion old 
marks for one new reichmark. The old paper 
notes cease to be legal tender on July 5. The 





basis of exchange is such that the old marks are 
practically worthless,
